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Truman Bought by Jews 
Says Ex-British Premier 


Like a string of leftover Fourth 
of July firecrackers, the old dis- 
pute over postwar Jewish immi- 
gration to Palestine has produced 
an unexpected sputter, 

The latest burst occurred last 
week. Earl Clement Attlee, for- 
mer British Prime Minister, pub- 
lished a book in which he says 
that U.S. policy in Palestine was 
molded by the Jewish vote and 
by party contributions of “sever- 
al big Jewish firms.” 

In “A Prime Minister Remen:- 
bers,” published in London on 
April 8, Attlee complains that 
Harry S. Truman “went com- 
pletely against the advice of his 
own State Department and his 
own military people. The State 
Department would tell us ote 
thing and then the President 
would come out with the exact 
opposite.” Attlee insists that Trt- 
man was swayed by political con- 
siderations in calling for immedl- 
ate admission of 100,000 Jews to 
Palestine in 1945-46, 

HST, never one to mince his 
words, comments that the British 
were “highly successful in muda- 
dling the situation as completely 
as it could possibly be muddled ” 
He was scePpticai, he admits, of 
the views of the “striped-pants 
boys” in’ the State Department 
Whose only coneern seemed to 
be to avoid upsetting the Arabs. 

Attlee’s bitter comment: 
*There’s no Arab vote in Amer 
ica.” 

Looking back at the events 
from the quiet of his Indeperd- 
ence, Mo., home, former Presi- 
dent Truman admitted freely, “I 
do not think I ever had as much 
pressure and propaganda aimed 
at the White House as I had in 
this instance.” But his firm pre 
Zionist policies, he claims, were 
based only on a concern for the 
persecuted Jews of Europe and 
Were pursued not because of 
pressures here but “in spite of 
some of the Jews.”

more difficult to obtain,” 
in his Memoirs, 

Attlee’s comments just pub- 
lished are not the first accusa- 
tions that Truman knuckled un- 
der to Zionist Pressures. 

In October, 1946, Attlee’s For- 
eign Secretary Bevin told the 
House of Commons that the Tru 
man statement on immediate ad- 
mission of 100,000 Jews to Pale- 
stine was made simply to beat 
Gov. Thomas Dewey who made a 
similar statement a few days 
later in the course of his Presi- 
dential campaign against Tr u- 
man, 

The former President recalls 
that Attlee in 1945 insisted that 
the Jews were not actually using 
all the certificates of entry to 
Palestine that werte available to 
them. Repeated efforts by Tru 
man to get action on Jewish 
immigration were met with re- 
peated delays. Bevin hinted 
broadly, according to Truman, 
that U. S. interest in immigra- 
tion was “due to our desire not 
to have them in the United 
States.” 

The Attlee book will net be 
available in the U. S. for about 
two weeks. Meanwhile, Jewish 
leaders are refusing to comment 
on his accusations of influence- 
buying.

These Jews who have dared to 
raise their voices as Jews against 
the nuclear arms race have met 
with precisely the reaction that 
their more cautious brethren 
fear. Most Jews have preferred 
to join with other groups to op- 
pose nuclear testing, for fear of 
awakening anti-Jewish feeling. 

Jewish young people turned out 
by the hundreds in the annual 
march organized by the British 
Campaign fer Nuclear Disarma- 
ment. But only a few of them 
walked under specifically Jewish 
banners. 

Notable among the few Jewish 
groups, however, were twenty 
Orthodox students calling thetn- 





Conservatives May Not Oppose 
Parochial School Loan Bill 


Conservative Jewish groups 
are moving closer to the Ortho. 
dox position on the Morse-Clark 
Bill in the Senate providing fer 
350 fillion dollars in long-term 
loans to parochial schools. 

While nine national organiza- 
tions, including the Orthodox and 
Conservative, working through 
the National Community Rela- 
tions Advisory Council, last 
month urged a Senate subcom- 
mittee not to hamper the admin- 
istration aid to education bill by 
including a rider on support to 
parochial schools, it is doubtful 
that strong opposition to the 
Morse-Clark Bill will be made by 
any Jewish organizations. The 
Conservatives may not oppose 
the bill at all while the Orthodox 
are still split on whether to favor 
it. 

The Agudah, Torah Umesorah, 
and the ultra Orthodox Yeshivas 
have come out in support of the 
Morse-Clark Bill while the Union 
of Orthodox Jewish Congrega- 
tions and the Rabbinical Council] 
of America (Orthodox) are stili 
reconsidering their position. 
There are strong indications that 
the latter two organizations are 
very close to supporting the 
Morse-Clark Bill. 

The bill, at hearsing on April 
17 and 18 in Washington, an ali- 
out support of the Catholics, may 
easily pass the Senate and House 
with the opposition voting in 
favor of it because of the con- 
stitutional clause contained in the 
bill that provides for bringing 
the bill to the supreme court im- 
mediately after passing in order 
to ascertain its constitutionality. 


A similar bill put by Senator 
Wayne Morse lost in the Senate 
last year by 8 to 10 votes. 

While the Conservative grovps 
may not come out in favor of the 
bill providing long-term loans 
to day schools, their previous-po- 





sition that any loans or grants 
to sectarian schools chip away 
at the separation of church and 
state is being reconsidered. Rab- 
bi Wolfe Kelman, executive vice- 
president of the Rabbinical As- 
sembly, long a supporter of gov- 
ernment aid to day schools as 
long as the support was care- 
fully supervised, told The POST 
and OPINION that he was sur- 
prised to find so much shift 
towards his position among his 
colleagues. 


Morris Laub, representing the 
United Synagogue (Conservative) 
at an NCRAC meeting last 
March, indicated that his organ- 
ization would have to give con- 
sideration before making a state- 
ment against the Morse-Clark 
Bill. The United Synagogue is 
still formulating their position. 


The Senate Education subcom- 
mittee arranging the hearings for 
next week is sending a circular 
to all Jewish groups who testi- 
fied before the House and Senate 
subcommittees on the administra- 
tion bill. The Jewish groups op 
posing any aid to day schools 
that testified were the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee, American 
Jewish Congress, National Coun- 
cil of Jewish Women, Central 
Conference of American Rabbis 
(Reform), and the Anti-Defama- 
tion League of B’nai B’rith. 
Those favoring federal aid to 
day schools that submitted testi- 
mony were the Agudath Israci 
and the Torah Umesorah Day 
School Movement. It is expected 
that all the organizations in- 
volved will maintain similar po- 
sitions on the Morse-Clark Bill 


There was the indication that 
those Jewish groups who unal- 
terably oppose the Morse-Clark 


Bill may soften their opposition 
to it in deference to the Jewish 
groups that favor its passing.

The rest of 
the group were members of Brit- 
ish Zionist organizations, 

The Toronto March for Peace, 
headed by Rabbi Abraham Fein- 
berg, attracted about 1,500 peo- 
ple. Feinberg, who has headed 
the Toronto Committee for Dis- 
armament since its beginning 
just over a year ago, was per- 
suaded to march in the middle of 
the procession after he received 
a letter warning that he would 
be stabbed if he led the parade, 

At a larger meeting on March 
19 he had been called “the Rea 
Rabbi” by hecklers outside the 
auditorium. Their pamphlets re- 
ferred to “Feinberg’s Three Big 
Bans: Ban.Christmas Carols, Ban 
Religion, Ban the Bomb.” 

Addressing the March for Peace 
at City Hall on April 1, Rabbi 
Feinberg referred to the accu- 
sations. “The reddest thing about 
us,” he said, “is my wife’s hat.” 

Neither British nor Canadian 
Jews have actually formed spe 
cifically Jewish groups through 
which to express themselves on 
atomic disarmament, although 
many feel that Jews have a spe- 
cial obligation to speak out on 
this subject (P-O, March 31). 

U. S. Jews, with few excep. 
tions, have also hesitated to set 
up special organizations. The 
Jewish Peace Fellowship, a smal} 
pacifist group centered in New 
York and Cincinnati, is the only 
such effort. Their few public 
meetings rarely attract anyone 
outside the membership of 150- 
200, although they were patron- 
ized by Albert Einstein, who 
called their work “worthy of our 


best heritage.” 


The Central Conference of 
American Rabbis (Reform) 
passed a resolution in June, 1960, 
opposing further testing of nu- 
clear weapons “by any nation” 
and seeking a “complete ban” 
based on international agree 
ments. The Conservative Rabbin- 
ical Assembly in 1959 defeated 
an attempt to pass a resolution 
condemning nuclear tests. A 1960 
resolution “notes with concern” 
the growing nuclear arms race 
and fully backs the U. S. policy 
of full inspection as a first re- 
quirement for an end to testing. 
The Rabbinical Council of Amer- 
ica (Orthodox) has taken no pub- 
lic position.

Problems of Life in Israel 


Drive Refugees Back to Congo 


TEL AVIV (P-O)—Are the un- 
certainties of life in the strife- 
torn Congo easier to face than 
the problem of finding a place in 
Israel’s middle class? 

That’s what 10 of 30 Jewish 
families who fled to Israel from 
the Congo have found. 

In the Congo they were mer- 
chants, brokers and shop owners. 
In Israel some of the younger 
men could find no more reward- 
ing work than picking eggs in a 
packing house or hauling stones. 
Some of the older men could find 
no suitable work at all because 
of their age. 

Only 20 of the 30 “Congo fami- 
lies” who fled here seven months 
ago have deided to stay and try 
and make a new life in Israel. 
Several of the other 10 returned 
to the turmoil of the Congo or 
seccessionist Katanga province. 
The other families have gone on 
to Italy, and there are signs that 
they, too may return to Africa. 

Take the case of Salvatore 





Levy, who fled from the horrors | 
of the Congo with his wife and | 
three children. Levy, 43, told a 


correspondent for Maariv that he 
spent four months looking for a 
suitable position. In the end all 
he could find was a job as a 
stone porter. He felt the job was 
too difficult at his age and had 
to accépt the offer of a relative 
in Italy to try to begin anew 
there. 

Jacques Levey’s experience 
was even more frustrating. For- 
merly a merchant in Katanga, 
he arrived in Israel with his 
wife and 19-year-old daughter. 
He is 55 and says he would be 
willing to work for a reasonable 
salary. But, he claimed, in seven 
months of job hunting, he could 
find no work. He and his family 
subsist on the pittance a son, 
who remained in the Congo, can 
send to them. 


The plight of many of the 





other Congo refugees who omnes 
to Israel unschooled in a trade | 
is similar. And even for those} 
who relocated in Israel with ade- | 
quate funds at their disposal, the 
problem of assimilation is neti 
easily solved. Two wealthy fami- |

DEFEND THREE PRIESTS 
ON EICHMANN CHARGE 


ROME (P-O) — Three Catho- 
lic priests, who have been ac- 
cussed in the press of helping 
mass murderer Adolf Eichmann 
escape Italy for Argentina, ac. 
tually risked death to help Jews 
escape Nazi persecution, accord- 
ing to Vita, an independent mag- 
azine published here. 

The three clergymen who al- 
legedly aided the genocidist are 
Bishop Louis Hudal, titular Bis- 
hop of Ela; Father Benedetto 
da Bourge d’Ire and Father An- 
thony Weber. 

Contray to reports, the three 
saved many Jews from Eich- 
mann’s “final solution.” 

Bishop Hudal, according to the 
magazine, helped more than 3,000 
Jews escape from the German 





College at the Church of Santa 
Maria dell’ Anima during the 
war years, 

“After 1945 more than 40 peo 
ple came to me carrying Nansey 
(papers for stateless) passports," 
he said, “and I can neither af. 
firm nor deny that Eichmann 
was among those refugees.” 

Father Weber directed the St, 
Raphael organization which is 
credited with aiding more than 
25,000 Jews escaping Hitlers 
rampages. Father Weber was as. 
sisted by Father Benedetto jn 
the undercover operations. 

Father Bendetto, according to 
Vita, admitted a Possibility that 
Eichmann, using an alias, was 
one of the many who had con- 
tact with him after World War 
Il.

Supreme Court Smooths Way 
For Inter-Religious Adoptions 


PITTSBURGH — A Protestant 
in this state may keep his adopt- 
ed Catholic infant according to 
a new ruling handed down by 
the Pennsylvania Supreme Court. 

The court claimed that the di- 
vorced father of Michael Charles 
Bendrick, a Catholic-baptized in- 
fant, had “failed both as a hus- 
band and father” and that this 
consideration must outweigh the 
question of religious affiliation. 

On the same day the court 
gave its decision, Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller of New York signed 
into law a bill re-affirming adop- 
tion by parents of the same re- 
ligion, wherever possible. 

The American Jewish Congress 
had entered the controversial 
arena surrounding this bill and 
had drawn the fire of two of its 





affiliates when it sent a commit: 
tee to the Governor urging him 
not to sign it. (See letter to 
Editor on another page.) 

The AJC argued that its stand 
was a practical one designed to 
offset the shortage of Jewish 
babies available for adoption, 
The Poalie Agudah and Young 
Israel, however, publicly rapped 
the JAC for its stand and the 
latter group wired Gov. Rocke. 
feller advising him of its whole 
hearted approval of the bill as 
it stood. 

The bill’s passage, of course, 
will suit the splinter groups’ 
wishes, but will hardly heal the 
break on the delicate question 
of adoption across religious lines 
within the ranks of the Amerk 
can Jewish Congress, 





Israel Deflates 
Lawless Cyclists 


Frontier justice governs ‘the 
cyclist in Israel. If he breaks the 
traffic laws, police now have 
legal sanction to let the air out 
of his tires. 

This is provided in one section 
of Israel’s first code of traffic 
regulations. Made public last 
week in Jerusalem—as reported 
by the Jerusalem Post—the 150- 
page code consolidates under one 
heading traffic laws and regula- 
tions, some dating from before 
Israel became a nation, and some 
passed recently by the Knesset. 

Actually, police had been let- 





ting the air out of errant cyclists’ 
tires for some time. But now, for 
the first time, the practice hag 
the official stamp of approval. 

Another section of the traffie 
code would bring joy to many 
big-city residents in the United 
States — if similar regulations 
could be enacted here. 

It provides that bus drivers 
who are discourteous to passelr 
gers are liable to prosecution, 
that drivers are responsible for 
the cleanliness of their buses, 
and that they are required to call 
out the names of stops, unless & 
list of these is posted in the bus. 





Israeli Soccer Fans Score Points 
Against Umpire Until Police Call Foul 


It’s a tough sport in Israel, is 
soccer—to prove it the Israel 
National Team has just trounced 
the Ethiopian Imperial ballkick- 
ers in two successive games in 
Ramat Gan to win its way to the 
next round against the formid- 
able Italians in the knock-out 
fight for the World Soccer Cup. 

But it’s tough not only for the 
players. Soccer umpires often 
have a rough time of it too. 

Take the case of the judge up- 
piring last week’s match between 
Tel Aviv’s popular B’nei-Yehuda 
team and the visiting eleven from 
.Petah Tiqvah. Not content with

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Trial of the Century Begins in Jerusalem 


From a bomb-proof bunker, slender, gaunt Adolph Eichmann will march 
through a narrow stairway and onto a bullet-proof dock to face his accusers. Ac- 
cused of the most heinous crime in history, a mass of floodlights, television cameras 
and 750 spectators will be trained on the Butcher of some 6 million Jews. The trial 
is expected to last four months. Part of its drama will be the story of his abduction 
from Buenos Aires by pilots Tohar and Shimoni. The detailed and horrible delinea- 
tion of his pillage against a people. It will be a courtroom scene unprecedented in 


human history. 


Adolph Eichman is in a state of 
limbo. Hitler Germany’s most de- 
spicable creation, he goes to a 
trial unlike that ever recorded 
jn the annals of history. He 
stands alone in a_ bullet-proof 
dock. His only defense is his 
attorney, Dr. Robert Servatius. 

In a German populace that 
still bears the vestiges of Jew: 
ish hatred, there is not a single 
witness willing to come forward 
in his behalf. Eichmann’s de- 
fense has been singularly unsuc- 
cessful in locating anyone who 
will verbally aid the self-con- 
fessed murderer of an almost 
total population. Eichmann must 
face the venom, invective and re- 
criminations of a anti-Nazj worid 
alore, 


Will Trial Spur 
Anti-Semitism 


The celebrity of the Eichmann 
trial may have erupted deep- 
seated segregation outside Israel, 
primarily in South America. 

Under the Peronist regime, Ar- 
gentina was a veritable sanctuary 
for Nazi malcontents' who fur- 
ther bolstered an already import- 
ant settlement of German na- 
tionalists. At the height of their 
influence they Published a 
monthly, called Der Weg, which 
propogated ar. unreconstructed 
Nazism of the crudest and most 
violent type. 

Now, Dr. Maurice L. Perlzweig, 
New York, and a World Jewish 
Congress Leader, has discovered 
latent rumblings of South Amer- 
ican discrimination. He reported 
that one South American mini- 
ster, in charge of security affairs 
in his country, talked to him 
frankly about “acts of violence 
directed by external influence 
and foreign bodies.” 


“Already,” Dr. Perlzweig said, 
“swastikas and Nazi slogans has 
begun to appear on Jewish pub- 
lic buildings; and threatening 
leaflets with such signatures as 
Union Reformista Nazi were be 
ing sent to Jews.” 


In Porto Alegre, a suburb of 
Rio De Janeiro, several Jewish 
families told police they had re 
ceived threatening letters from 
an “Anti-Jewish union” which 
promised there would be reprisals 
for the trial. 


In Sao Paulo, the slogan ‘“Free- 
dom for Eichmann, death to the 
Jews was daubed on synagogues 
and painted on the homes of 
Jewish families. 


High ranking officials in Chile, 
Brazil and Paraguay have prom 
ised to mobilize every possible 
necessity should violence break 
out. They have made it clear 
that they will protect the Jewish 
community as steadfastly as they 
would the Catholic Church. 


But it is evident from this sud- 
den waft of anti-Jewish feeling 
that the destruction of the Nazi 
military machine did not mean 
the liquidation of the Nazi philo- 
Sophy, 

What the Jewish community 
hopes for now, is that the Eich- 
mann trial which engendered 
this feeling will be tempered by 
the accused himself. To look into 


the hideous face of evil, and see 
it for what it is, may cause civi!- 
ized man to reflect. 


German Reaction 
To Trial 


What about the German’s 
themselves. How do they feel? 


A scattered, yet authoritative 
consensus of the country, reveals 
that the German people are 
largely indifferent. Sometimes 


their apathy becomes unguarded 
and you have statements like, 
“why are the Jews causing all 
this hulabaloo about Eichmazin. 
The Israeli’s better watch out or 
we'll have to cut off those re- 
parations we are paying the 
Jews.” 

Most of the populace deplores 
the enormity of the Eichmann 
crime. But they are equally quick 
to take a softer attitude to the 
situation by denouncing the trial 
as ludicrous. “What can be done 
about it now? Hang or imprison 
one man for six million murders? 
It doesn’t make sense.” 

Generally speaking, however, 
the mass belief about the trial is 
that it is bringing up old sores 
and will do more harm than 
good. This is true of the genera- 
tion that was physically involved 
in the war. The children are 
more curious than anything else. 

And although it is an apparent 
minority, there are many thou- 
sands who blatantly profess a 
deep-rooted anti-Semitic flavor in 
speech and actions. This particu- 
lar area of opinion explains away 
the concentration camps as a 
myth — something that was con- 
jured up by foreign propaganda. 

The Germans are mostly apa- 
thetic about one obvious ques- 


’ tion. “Did you know what was 


going on?” Their answers are 
almost always negative, but is a 
very weak response. Although a 
tight security was clamped on the 
slaughter houses of Belsen, Au- 
schwitz, and Dachau, such a mass 
migration of human suffering 
must have been noticed — no 
matter how infinitesimal the 
leak, 

One German woman put it this 
way. “I knew that the Jews were 
being exterminated, but I cari’t 
tell you how I knew.” 

German youth is just as elu- 
sive. “We didn’t live in that time, 
so what do we know about it.” 
Germany’s children are a healthy 
generation of school kids, movie- 
loving and fun-loving who have 
a history of one defeat after the 
other. It is difficult to decide 
what they are really thinking. 
One thing is certain, they are 
not the hard core German that 


. once manifested itself in the Kais- 


er era or the Fuhurer regime. 


Israeli Citizen 
and the Trial 


Politically, many Germans feat 
that the Eichmann trial will have 
an adverse effect on the harmony 
developed for the last fifteen 
years in the external world. 

Israel reaction to the trial are 
basically personal. To the man 
or woman in Haifa, or the farim- 


er on a prosperous kibbutz on 
Mount Carmel, there are re- 
flected in the trial the horrible 
resurrections of a lifetime that 
was better unlived. 


A survivor of the Bergen-Bel- 
sen camp freely admitted that 
she did not welcome the trial. 
“Those of us who lived through 
that awful time don’t want to 
relive it in our memories.” “Per 
haps for the others the trial 
might hold some lessons, but I 
doubt it. I doubt if anyone who 
wasn’t there can ever understand 
what it meant.” 


A more optomistic view was 
held by a Kibbutz secretary. His 
Parents were killed in a concen- 
tration camp. “They can’t be 
made to live again,” he said, “but 
I hope the trial will do some 
good toward improving the rela 
tionship between Germany anda 
Israel.” 


The Israeli feeling on the trial 
is not apathetic, but it is marked- 
ly diverse. Many don’t understand 
the reason for all “this fuss.” 
Kill him and get it over with or 
crush him like you would an in- 
sect are the remarks of those 
queried-about Eichmann. 


It is the Israeli children, how- 
ever, who are the enigma. They 


of their fathers. They do not 
know what it was like, All they 
know is the stories their parents 
tell them, 


The vital generation of Israeli 
youth feel hardly affected at all. 
Possessed with the strength of a 
new country, and the Spartan 
quality of the Macabees they 
invariably ask, “Why didn’t they 
fight?” They are puzzled about 
the meekness of their parents, 
of the entire Jewish population 
that fell into the murderous 
debacle that was Hitlerist Ger- 
many. 


The important “Jerusalem 
Post” said recently that this at- 
titude destroys any chance of 
ever understanding the victims 
of that un-Godly era. “Our youth, 
brought up to adore the heroisra 
of the war of Independence and 
the Sinai campaign, will never 
identify themselves with people 
they regard as cowards.” 


The Post further demanded 
that the youth must know about 
the unsung heroism of those vic- 
tims. “For that knowledge is the 
bridge over that gulf of misun- 
derstanding. Then, instead of un- 
justified shame, they will realize 
fully the great tragedy and will 
appreciate the superhuman hero- 
ism of the heroes of the Warsaw 
and other ghettoes, who fought 
back under such hopeless condi- 
tions.” 

The Eichmann trial may pro- 
vide that opportunity.

Eyes of World Watch 
Strangest Test of Law

JERUSALEM—tThis is a city of hundreds of newsmen 
come to attend one of mankind’s strangest tests of law: the 
life of one man balanced against the lives of Six Million. 

The trial begins on April 11, here in the Holy City of

I asked a taxi driver to take me to the fenced and 
heavily guarded “Beit Ha’am”—a community center that Israel 
had found difficult to complete before the arrival of Adolf 
Eichmann to these hills hallowed by memory. 

“Beit Ha’am?” asked the taxi driver. “You must mean 
Beit Eichmann.” Not House of the People—House of Eich- 
mann! 

For that is exactly how the beautiful, and now com- 
pleted, community hall will live in history. The house where 
Eichmann was tried for the slaughter of a third of a people. 

With special escort, I was allowed into the structure 
last week to witness final preparations for the trial. 

I sat in the seat that Eichmann will occupy—the hottest 
seat in all human experience. 

From this perspective, many thoughts came forth: who 
will be the witnesses to occupy the chair across the court- 
room from Eichmann, whom he must face in continuous 
array—for Six Million is a remarkably high figure for one 
man to account for. 

The Eichmann seat was contained in a tiny, glassed-in 
cubicle. The glass is an inch thick, bullet-proof. 

The cubicle is open on one side only, the side facing

Fruits, Vegetables Make For Light Spring Dinners

Rabbi Urges UJA to Use More Care on Speakers 


A Toronto rabbi has charged 
that some UJA speakers from 
Israel have “an immature desire 
to show off,” and has suggested 
that the organization use more 
care in selecting “good-will sales- 
men.” 

The suggestion comes from 
Rabbi Saul Sigler of Shaarei Sho- 
mayim Synagogue, writing in 
the March issue of the syna- 
gogue bulletin. 

Rather than aiding the UJA 
¢ause, the rabbi says, some of 
these speakers are actually hin- 
dering it by alienating their 
audiences. 

Rabbi Sigler cites the case of 
a Mr. Shamir, sent from Israel 
to help in fund-raising. He was, 
the rabbi says, apparently a man 
of renown in Israel, an author 
and a prize-winner. Rabbi Sigler 
then goes on to quote one of 
Shamir’s statements as follows: 

“I am particularly conscious 
of the fact that there is a seroius 
gap in understanding between 
American Jews and Israelis. The 
superiority sense of the Israelis 
has been reflected by some vis- 
itors and students who associate 


with American gentiles rather 
than Jews. 

“We feel more at home with 
the Gentiles, and have more in 
common with them than the 
Jews we meet here. 


“Your problems are of no con- 
cern to us unless they relate to 
Israel.” 


To this, Rabbi Sigler replies: 
“Can you think of any more 
brazen an insult slapped in your 
face?” 


He then goes on to mention 
the case of another UJA speaker 
from Israel, the daughter of a 
former chief commander of the 
Israeli Army who is now a Cab- 





inet member. She “slurred Is- 
rael’s womanhood into the gut- 
ter publicly,” rabbi said. 


“Don’t these people realize 
that somebody here might ques- 
tion their usefulness to the cam- 
paign or maybe worse?” asked 
Rabbi Sigler. “To be charitable,” 
he continued, “I could blame it 
on their immature desire to 
show off... but then why come 
here? UJA with us is a serious 
business, too important to be 
used as a pre-paid trip sponsor 
or for somebody deserving.” 

He called on the UJA leader- 
ship to call a halt to the activi- 
ties of such speakers.

They may have been your ancestors. The meaning of the geo- 


graphical name is “Pear”. 


PEARLROTH: My immediate forbears came from 

Russia. Some of the family spell the name YERMAK, I recall 

a legend that the name derived from a Russian fighter or cruiser.

Yermak was a 16th century Cossack bandit chief who while 
escaping from the police of Ivan the Terrible conquered Siberia 
for Russia in 1582.

Political Parties Poised 
At Dawn Of New Elections

HAIFA—Israel’s political par- 
ties have now begun in earnest 
the campaigns for the Aug. 15th 
elections, and at last the true 
issues of the mysterious “Affair” 
which has be- 
devilled public 
life in recent 
months are be- 
coming. clear. 
During his 
many years of 
leadership in 
Israel David 
Ben Gurion o 
has gained not So 
only the love, Alpert 
respect, admiration and devotion 
of the masses of the people, but 
also the bitter antagonism of his 
political opponents. Within his 
own party, ambitious politicians 
who had been waiting for him 
to retire, so that they might take 
over the reins, became increas- 
ingly impatient and disappointed 
as the venerable statesman 
showed no signs of yielding to 
them. To the contrary, he began 
to groom for leadership a group 
of able young men like Abba 
tency in public affairs. The im- 








patience of the ambitious ones 
boiled over. They decided to 
press for a showdown, choosing 
as an issue something so deli- 
cately related to the security of 
the country that they felt Ben 
Gurion would not dare give bat- 
tle in defense. 

Outside of his own party, the 
‘many minority groups had long 
since come to the conclusion that 
it was impossible to beat Mapai 
at the polls so long as Ben Gur- 
ion headed its list. And when 
the campaign of defamation be- 
gan, they were only too eager 
to join the fray. If Mapai could 
be effectively split by internal 
dissension, every other party 
was apt to pick up strength and 
support from the wreckage. 

This is the broad back ground 
of the Lavon Affair which has 
now at least led to the decision 
to hold new elections in Israel. 

The man who could not wait 
for Ben Gurion to retire, and 
who sought to bring about the 
showdown, played his cards with 
Eban, Moshe Dayan and Shimon 
Peres, who had shown compe- 
the astuteness of an experienced 
poker player. Pinhas Lavon has

Francis Salvador, English gentleman, was 
the first Jew in the new world to hold an 
elective office, and the first to die on the 
battlefield in the cause of American 
independence. 


Salvador had come to Charleston, South 
Carolina, in 1773 to develop and farm 
large land holdings belonging to his uncle. 
His talent for leadership in the cause of 
American freedom and independence was 
soon felt. In 1774 he was elected to the 
first South Carolina Provincial Congress, 
and when the Republic of South Carolina 
was created, Francis Salvador was ap- 
pointed a commissioner to help set up 
courts, a currency system, and state elec-

colonists, burning their fields and destroy- oF 
ing their homes, Salvador took up his 
musket and led a force against them. On 
the night of July 31, 1776, near his plan- 
tation at Coronaca Creek, he 
scalped, and killed.

He brooked of no 
opposition. One yielded to his 
will, or had to leave. In his re- 
organization of the industrial 
arm of the Histadruth he clashed 
with David Hacohen and Hillel 
Dan, the men who had made 
Solel Boneh mighty. There was 
no mercy and both of these men 
were compelled to resign from 
their posts, together with many 
junior officials. For Lavon now 
to wave the banner of democ- 
racy, and to set himself up as a 
symbol of the little man who had 
been wronged, smacks of hy: 
pocrisy. 

It is not yet clear where he 
will find his place in the elec. 
tion. How can Mapai accord him 
a place on its election slate, 
when he has openly flouted the 
party leadership and refused to 
accept party discipline?

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‘Appeal’ in Synagogue Raises Conflict 
Between Selfishness and Altruism 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Fund- 
raising in the synagogue is a 
ticklish question and raises a 
sensitive issue, according to Ja- 
cob J. Frankel, an instructor at 
the Hebrew Teachers College in 
Boston, where he is an active 
figure in Orthodox Jewish life. 


“In the course of the year,” 
says Frankel, writing in the cur- 
rent issue of “Jewish Life,” a 
publication of the Union of Or- 
thodox Jewish Congregations of 
America, “every Jew who at- 
tends school regularly must come 
face-to-face with the phenome- 
non known as the Appeal. 


“Be it for some yeshivah, for 
a struggling orphanage, of for a 
needy local institution; be it for 
Israel or the Diaspora, commu- 
ity-wide or limited to the syna- 
gogue’s expanding needs, the set- 
ting is the same; a fervent ap- 
peal to the worshipper to re- 
spond with a financial gesture 


‘Is it right to inject into the 
sacred spirit of a Sabbath or holi-, 
day, the mundane overtones ol 
money? Is it not to be regretted 
that those hours set aside for 
prayerful meditation be cruelly 
interrupted by matters pecuni- 
ary? 

“The essence of every fund ap- 
peal is, in its broad aspect, Tzed- 





okah, and granted the important 
position which the Torah and 
which we as individuals ascribe 
to charity righteousness, yet 
where does it say that this must 
be brought into the synagogue 
during worship? 

“In reply let us consider the 
following: An appeal or any call 
for Tzedokah, raises an immedi- 


ate conflict between selfishness 


and altruism, between the im- 
pulse to keep what is ours and 
the moral compulsion to share 
with others. In short, it accentu- 
ates the distinction between the 
individual and the public, be- 
tween the private and commu- 
nity interest. 

“For us to do what is right 
and proper in an appeal we must 
have the public welfare in mind 
at the time, our hearts must be 
attuned to the right sounds call- 
ing at the moment. Our individ- 
uality must be willing to render 
itself smaller. 


“And is there a moment better 
suited for the heart to respond 
than during the moment of wor- 
ship? For what is T’fillah? Is it 
a one-way path to the heavens, 
paved with the individual’s needs 
alone? Is the service to be re- 
duced to lip service? If words 
are cheap in every day context 
then they are doubly meaningless

The editorial page of this pa- 
per has devoted much space of 
late to the question of what 
makes a good Jew and there 
have been pros and cons in re- 
gard to establishing a rating 
scale for this 
purpose. In 
synagogue af- 
fairs the ques- 
tion of what 
makes a good 
trustee or what 
criteria should 
be established 
for the selec- 
tion of trus- 
tees is fre Schoen 
quently posed. In previous articles 
on this page there have appeared 
a listing of desirable backgrounds 
and attributes for. trustees and 
it is only fair to state that most 
trustees measure up favorably. 

However, are we not over- 
simplifying the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the synagogue 
trustee when we attempt to mea- 
sure the individual against a nu- 
merical rating scale? Are there 
not broader and deeper connota- 
tions involved when one takes 
on the responsibility of direct- 
ing the affairs of a religious in- 
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| tific analysis of the job content, 





stitution whose major functions 
are worship and education? Does 
a trustee’s responsibility extend 
beyond the physical confines of 
the synagogue building and his 
own home? 


Recent meetings with trustees 
of three large synagogues result- 
ed in the following experiences. 

1) The Personnel Committee 
of this congregation had just 
completed a thorough and scien- 


working conditions, compensa- 
tion and security of its clerical 
and maintenance staff. The re- 
port showed a keen grasp of the 
situation, functional and human, 
and the conclusions and recom- 
mendations were precise and 
logical. It was to the credit of 
this synagogue board that the 
report was adopted and imple- 
mented. 

However, in discussions with 
a few of the trustees, there 
seemed to be some sentiment 
about the “dangers of over-pay- 
ing employees of a _ non-profit 
institution.” These men felt that 





the congregation was being too 
liberal towards its staff and as} 
a result the synagogue should 
at least reserve the right to make | 
every proper demand upon the | 
time and effort of these employes | 
to offset the “adequate” salaries | 
being paid them 

As trustees of a synagogue 
should they expect employees 
who are admittedly rendering a 
more than adequate service to 
work for less than the wages 
paid for comparable services in 
commerce and industry? Shall 
trustees expect extra effort and 
time from the synagogue staff | 
without the extra compensation | 
normally paid by commercial en- 
terprises? Or, as trustees of a | 
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acquaint himself with Rashi, 
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synagogue based upon an ethical 
faith, should they not strive’ at 
all times to set an example for 
commerce and industry? 

2) There are practically no 
challenges in this day and age 
to the principle of freedom of 
the pulpit for the rabbi and from 
most trustees you will get an 
energetic defense of this prin- 
ciple. Yet a few trustees have 
taken issue with a rabbi for his 
use of a weekly column in their 
synagogue bulletin to preach and 
educate the congregation. 

These trustees maintain that 
the rabbi can say what he 
pleases from the pulpit—that’s 
what a rabbi is engaged to do 
and that’s what they pay him 
for. But, say these same trus- 
tees, the synagogue bulletin is 
the organ of the congregation 
and under the control of the 
elected representatives of the 
congregation. 

Is it the fact that in some sy 
agogues the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the trustees are con- 
spicuous by their absence from 
services when the rabbi 
preaches? Are they uncomfort- 
able because the bulletin reaches 
every member of the congrega- 
tion? Do these same trustees re- 
quest time at board meetings for 
discussion of moral and ethical 
issues with their rabbi? 

3) The third incident centers 
about the private business of an 
individual and the _ relationshir 
to his being a synagogue Trus- 
tee. He is a physician of high 
repute who is frequently asked 
and eagerly responds to cor- 
munity responsibilities related to 
his profession. Conscious of the 
| latest scientific findings, he will 
caution certain patients about 
the injurious effects of smoking 
and he himself gave up the prac- 
tice some eight years ago.

XYZ company. He had pur- 
chased stock in the company 
about a year ago and its phenom.

Is a good business venture so 
divorced from the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the synagogue 
Trustee?

tee of an institution which 
aspires to creating a _ better 
world here and now? 


Yes, one could readily prepare 
a rating chart to determine whe 
is a good synagogue Trustee ang 
it would tell us just about the 
same thing as the criteria sug. 
gested for the good Jew. It would 
reveal some very commendable 
things but it doesn’t really get at 
the root of the problem. That 
problem is whether we are com 
ciously striving in our very en. 
deavor to abide by the everlast- 
ing imperatives of our faith? 








April 1st Brandeis Paper 
Reports Sacher on Aliya 


WALTHAM, Mass. (P-O) 
“SACHER RESIGNS,” screamed 
the headline spread across the 
front page of “The Justice,” stu- 
dent newspaper of Brandeis Uni- 
versity. 

But the dateline on the Paper 
read April 1 — April Fool’s Day 
—and so the student editors 
roused no more than a few 
chuckles with their hoax issuc 
reporting the departure of the 
man who’s headed the univer- 
sity since its inception. 

Two Boston radio stations 
picked up the “scoop” — but 
gave equal play to the date of 
the issue. Dr. Sacher himself ve- 
ceived a few phone calls, too. 
But they were from well-wishers 
playing along with the gag. 

. The lead story, which carried 
the byline of “Israel Goldstein,” 
reported that Sacher, in Israel 
in connection with the opening 
of the Sheraton-Tel Aviv hotel. 
had decided to renounce “his 
throne for the country I love” 
It noted that the President had 
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been hailed by a trustee as “the 
Prince of Schnorrers,” and 
warned that “various pockets of 
incompetence in the university 
feared for their continued exist- 
ence” now that Sacher had re 
signed. 

In a thinly veiled allusion to the 
departure of Josef Stalin from 
control of the Kremlin, “Justice” 
reported a speech by a college 
official to a faculty meeting on 
“The Crimes of the Sacher Era.” 


“No one’s job was safe,” the 
Brandeis man told his colleagues. 
“The old man was genuinely 
paranoiac in his last years.” 

The main story was abetted 
by a tongue-in-cheek editorial ap- 
propriately entitled “The Kiag 
Is Dead,” which praised Sacher 
for, among other things, refusing 
“to prostitute himself in an at 
tempt to effect an attractive pub- 
lic image.”

MILWAUKEE, Wis. — A trust 
fund of $100,000 to help needy 
“Gentile Protestants” only was 
accepted by University of Wis- 
consin regents in a meeting here.

The bequest was made in the 
will of Miss Ida D. Altemus, who 
spent her life on a farm near 
Stoughton, Wis., and died last 
January at the age of 96. She 
specified that the income from 
thé money was to be used fcr 
juniors and seniors who needed 
help to continue in school. 

The trustees who opposed ac- 
ceptance of the gift were J. F. 





Friedrick, a local labor leader 
and Arthur DeBardeleben, a Park 
Falls attorney. They argued that 
acceptance would condone dis- 
crimination and would be against 
public policy. 

The winning point of view was 
expressed by A. Matt Werner of 
Sheboygan. Me said,“It seems 
to me that any group may want 
to recognize a particular group. 
If.a Jewish group wants to limit 
limit a fund to their own peo- 
ple, I see nothing wrong with 
that.”

MOROCCO DEFEATS SELF 


Is Morocce folowing a policy of her own enlightened 
self-interest when she bars Jews from emigrating to Israel? 


We doubt it 


What M: recos is deing by raising cell bars around her 
Jews is making them even more determined than ever to 
leave by one way or another. 


This is an errer on the part of the Moroccan king and 
his administration. They make the common error of be- 
lieving that all Jews want to go .o Israel. 


If Morocco were to take the civilized path of opening 
her borders to whomever wanted to leave, and permit 
normal contacts with Moroccans now residing in Israel, 
what would happen? A certain number of practically dis- 
inherited Jews who live in indescribable circumstances 
would leave. But as large and if not a larger number would 
choose to siay 


There really is no alternative for the Moroccan king, 
or for that matter any other country where the inhabitants 
do not wish to remain. In the long run, if barred from 
egress now, the Jews of Morocco will manage to leave. 
But at that time, practically none will stay. 


SELF-DESTRUCTION 


Two new s-wries in last week’s issue call attention to 
the need for simplicity in modern Jewish living. 


These stories, one bemoaning the lavish weddings in 
hotels and catering establishments, and the other the lavish 
funerals, are a reaction to the present-day emphasis on the 
extravagant. 


The underlying reasons for this extravagance need 
to be understood. 


This is not a symptom only of Jewish life. It is ob- 
servable in many another area where the noveau riche 
attempt to impart to themselves true distinction by the 
false value of money. 


In other words, U. S. Jews lose sight of true Jewish 
values when they seek to win admiration by flaunting 
money. 


In following these false Gods Jews not only evoke 
contempt while not actually winning the admiration they 
seek so desperately, but at the same time they show the 
aridness of American Jewish life, which in the process, 
they are destroying. 


It is this which is causing the rebellion among our 
youth. Judaism cannet be divorced from those who say 
they are Jews. If then what Jews do is so barren of re- 
ligious spirit, can we wonder that our young people want 
none of it? 


JEWISH MEDICAL STUDENTS 


The reason advanced by Walter Duckat for a decline 
in the number of Jews seeking admission into medical 
schools—that the cost of the medical education is so high 
—may not be the principal one. 


We're inclined to the belief that two other factors 
are more substantial in accounting for this trend. 


One is the ease of making a handsome living these 
days and the other is closely tied to it. Many of our young 
people—the young Jews—have lost the ideal of service. 


A third factor should also be mentioned. It is that

The basic fault with the letter from Henry 
S. Jacobs, of New Orleans, which we printed 
in this “chair” last week is that he doesn’t 
discuss the case in the terms in which it is 
stated, and takes unwarranted privileges with 
the arguments. 


Just what has been this paper’s position 
on aliyah? 

Anyone who wants to go back ten and 
more years to check the editorial position of 
this paper on aliyah to Israel will note that 


we have urged this kind of exciting adventure 
for from 5 to 10,000 Americans a year. 


Just how many are 10,000 young Ameri- 
cans a year? 


If you use the figure of the Jewish col- 
lege population in the U. S. in any one year 
——200,000—you’ll see what the percentage is— 
5 per cent. If you were to use the figures of 
the aduit Jewish population in the U. S., the 
kind of aliyah we are suggesting would be 
less than % of 1 per cent. 


So we're not talking of anything more 
than a contribution to Israel’s development 
as a viable democratic state spreading the 
advantages of.a free society throughout the 
middle East. And we’re not talking about de- 
nuding the U. S. Jewish community of the 
flower of its manpower. 


Our goal is the fructification of both so- 
cieties—Israel Jewry and American Jewry, and 
an aliyah of this size would be the bridge 
between the America and Israel you hear 
so much talk about, especially from those who 
fear the estrangement between the two com- 
munities. 


Then Mr. Jacobs reverts to an argument 
which when we expose it for him he won't 
be too proud of having used it. In discussing 
the Negro question or the views of a liberal, 
the non-thinker replies let the Negro go back 
(in the case of the liberal it would be, let him 
go to Russia) to Africa. 


This is the kind of argument Mr. Jacobs 
is using when he says the aliyahists should 
go to Israel. 


Our quarrel with the Zionists who have 
done so little to promote aliyah is not that 
they themselves have not gone to Israel to 
live, although we believe that many would 
like to do so, but that they have done nothing 
to encourage the development of aliyah. 


Our quarrel is with the Zionist leaders 
who have dissuaded their children from going 
to Israel, with the closing down of the farms 
which trained Americans for life on Israel's 
kibbutzim, with the failure to develop a clim- 
ate which would have made aliyah in the 
minds of the Jewish community the noble act 
that it is. o 


. 
Now that Kennedy has made aliyah pop- 
ular through the peace corps, the Zionist lead- 
ership in ready to jump on the bandwagon. 


But Zionists like myself cannot be ex- 
culpated, entirely. More of us should have 
made the sacrifice for our ideals. 

There would have been no better example 
for others. 


Mr. Jacobs makes out an argument based 
on apostasy. This is where we'd like to quote, 
as we promised last week, from Charles Roth, 
our executive editor.

This may not be entirely fair to Charles, 
since what he composed is a private answer 
to me about a letter from a rabbi telling of 
a Catholic Priest who is out to convert Jews, 

After reading Charlie’s memorandum see 
if you don’t agree that he has one of the 
most incisive minds in the U. S. Jewish com. 
munity... 


“I can’t agree that the rabbi’s letter 
shows insight. To me it shows fear and 
jealousy. 


Did you ever wonder why even the 
most unreligious Jew will denounce the 
Jewish convert to Christianity? After all, 
what skin is it off his nose that the Jewish 
God has lost a soul to the Christian God? 
Actually the Jew feels betrayed and con- 
Siders the convert a traitor. 


When Shaw wrote that patriotism is 
the last refuge for the scoundrel, it cov- 
ered all aspects of people hiding behind 
flags and demanding loyalty to the frame- 
work and symbols rather than the spirit 
behind them. 


FROME. ase biawun is incensed when a 
Jew leaves his camp. Rabbi Levi Yitzchak 
of Berdichev cries night after night in 
heaven because his children and grand- 
children act like materialistic goyim and 
unlike his grandchildren. 


Why does a Morris Milgram’s father 
rob him of his Jewish heritage—so that 
when Milgram thinks of being Jewish, he 
thinks that means exploiting the goy. So 
Morris builds integrated housing and 
thinks he is a universalist. You and I know 
that he is being Jewish. Let’s just suppose 
that Morris met a Catholic and was told by 
the priest that building integrated houses 
was being a good Catholic, and that Morris 
now called himself a Catholic. Would that 
make his action any less Jewish to you 
and me? 


For that matter, does the fact that Jesus 
caused a new religion to flourish and gave 
them the New Testament make their prac- 
tices any less Jewish? So why are we so 
concerned when a Jewish person lives out 
his spirit of Judaism and thinks it’s Chris- 
tianity. Perhaps it’s because we don’t care 
very much about his Jewishness as long 
as he is registered on our side (“Some- 
times I don’t are if they believe in God or 
not as long as they come to service”: The 
Rabbi in the Tenth Man.) 


There is something else I feel in the 
rabbi’s letter—fear. Few integrated rabbis 
and Jews (except for a few classical Re- 
form) develop genuine love for society as 
a whole. In their mind the world is de- 
vided in two camps—the good and the bad. 
Everything they encounter fits either one 
or the other. They actually fear the kind 
of man that disagrees but shows love for 
someone. If he disagrees his love must be 
deceitful. How narrow? 


The trouble is that only those with se- 
cure faith among the Jews can react with 
love because they don’t respond to oppos- 
ing views out of insecurity. I’ve heard the 
same view about the Lubavitchers that the 
rabbi offers about the priest. “Watch out 
for those beards with smiling faces; before 
you know it they will have you close your 


store on shobbos and your children in 
yeshiva.” The smiles of the Lubavitchers 
were not deceitful, they were simply love 
for the people they were sent to convert. 


Our big trouble in Jewish life today 
is that we are all scientifically Jewish. 
That is we know what made a Jew, what 
makes a Jew, what will make a Jew, etc. 

. . but few of us permit ourselves to 
feel it. What’s more, as soon as we get 
close to feeling Judaism we thwart it by 
studying it, perpetuating, fostering, pro- 
mulgating it and fighting for it. Alas. 
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The Jewish Observer and Mid- 
dle East Review is now taking 
on a rather odd Arab-Israeli al- 
liance in the persons of an Arab 
diplomat and Jewish newspaper 
competitor who both claim that 
The Observer’s correspondent in 
Iraq doesn’t exist. 


The magazine’s man in Bagh- 
dad, The Observer claims, has 
long been a thorn in the side of 
the Iraq government. So, the 
London review continues, Edward 
Attiyeh, press adviser of the 
Iraq Embassy, believes he can 
remove the sting of the corre- 
spondent’s sharp reporting simp- 
ly by denying he exists and 
claiming that The Observer takes 


its stories from Iraqi newspapers. 
The Observer’s competitor, The 
Jewish Chronicle maintains cor- 
respondents in the North African 
Arab States but not in states who 
warred against Israel. The Chron- 
icle’s Middle East expert claims 
that stories are seemingly filed 
from Baghdad which he knows 
would never pass Iraqi censor- 
ship. A possible explanation of 
the stories printed with Baghdad 
datelines, The Chronicle hints, 
is that there really is no such 
correspondent at all, 


The Jewish Observer is known 
to have correspondents in most 
Arab capitals and covers the 


Middle East heavily. Newspapers, 
as well as politics, it would seem, 
make strange bedfellows. As The 
Observer puts it, the gripes of 
the two allies should be put in 
the “sour grapes” department. 
The Observer has invited both 
the Chronicle and the Iraqi press 
officer to inspect some 300 dis 
patches filed in a London vault 
that came from Iraq.
